Lot 
us try: 

t^bbage Baked With Cheese. — Chop 
tbe cabbage and coot It In boiling 
salted water for half an hour or un 
til tender; put It In layers In n t'a' 
iiip dish, alternating wlib ;i white 
sauce and prated cheeBe. ami bake 
Just long enough to melt the cheese 

Turnip and White Sauce. — Wash 
and slice the lumipe lato balf-lncb 
slices, pare and cut tbe slices Into 
cubes: cook In boiling salted water 
until tender. Make a cup of seasoned 
white Fance and when tbe turnips are 
done pour off tbe water, turn into 
vepetnlilG difib and pour tbo sauce 
over them. 

Cottage Pie, — ChoiLeCold meat 
half nil a baking dlJK Over tbe top 
of the ment spreiadlnnaBhed potato 
that has been wnrnied with a little 
hot uiilk. Mix with prrnvy. si-.x-^on t 
taste nnd put Into n hot oven to tbo: 
ouKhly be.1t tbrr.iirh 

Sour Milk Gingerbread. — Tnke 
half n cup of molasses. one-baK cup 
of sugar, two leaspoonfuls of short 
enlng. one cup of Hour milk, one ta- 
Mepivoonful . of Ringer, half a lea 
tpiKin of sbU. one teaspoon of soda, 
and two cups of flour. 

Cream the Khortenlng, add tb' 
f.ucar, molasses, salt and ginger. DIs 
solve the sedc In tho milk, which I 
now added, nnd lastly tho flour Beat 
well and Imke In a flat loaf thirty to 
forty minutes 

Carrots In Lemon Butter. — Cut the 
rarrnts In long, slander Btrlpa and In 
In colli water to crisp. Cook In boll 
Ing water until tender enouRh 
pierce witb a fork. Drain, and to 
each pint allow a tableepoonful of bu 
ter. half a teaspoon of salt, half 
tcaajioon of siip.ir. and a dust of ray 
enne. Simmer until tbe butter Is ab- 
sorbed, then add two tablespponfuli 
of lemon Juice and a tablespoon of 
minced parsley. Boll up and serve at 
once.

DISHES FOR INVALIDS. 

The (olUnrIng are dishes liked by lo- 
vallds and are refreshing and nourlslf 
Ing. Tbe manner of servlog even a 
glass of lemonade Is most important In 
a sick room. Attractiveness counts 
(or more here than any other quality. 

Hot Lemonade.— Shave the rind 
fiom a lemon using only the thin outer 
rind, pour over It one and a half cupa 
o( boUlng water and let steep whlla 
tbe Juice Is extracted from the lemon; 
add this to tbe water with two ublo> 
spoonfuls o( sugar, strain and servo 
at once. I( allowed to cool It make* a 
strong lemonado. 

Quick Beef Tea.— Put a half pound 
of lean round stesUt through the meat 
chopper luid then into frying pan, heat 
slowly to extract the juice; tuni into a 
potato ricer and squeeze out all tbo 
juice. Tills extract wlU need to be di- 
luted before being served. If heatei] 
care should be taken not to over cooK 
the albumen. Add sail to muki ll p.-ill 
atablo This meat may bo used tof 
croquettes or any dish with high sea- 
soning. 

Bread Gruel.— Take a cup of dried 

bri .id crumbs, simmer In a pint of wa- 
lor until smooth. Hub throunb a Btrnln- 
i-r, BcBFon ilclitly wHli sail ami nerve 
cither hot or cold. For variety tha 
crumbs may be browned flrst. or flavbr 
with extract of beef, or reduce tha 
water to one-half and flll the cup with 
cream or milk.
